Blayground possible.

Special recognition went to Sister 
Beverly Karnetz，Chairman of the 
Committee for Better Parks and 
Recreation in Chinatown，who was 
presented with a token of appre- 
ciation for her hard work in working 
forithe improvement of recreational 
facilities in Chinatown. 

With only 17 acres of public 
Tecreational land to serve 68,000 
residents (thatis 10 sq: 人 ofoutdoor 
Tecreation space per person VS. the 
minimum standards of 90 sq. ft. Per 
Dersomj, 让 Was early felt that China- 
town was in dire need of more and 
better recreational areas. 

Im 1967 a proposal to build a 9-

level parking garage with a mini- 
park on top and indoor recreational 
facilities at the 1V/2 acres Chinese 
Playground site was proposed by de- 
velopefs of Mandarin Iowers， 3 
high-rise condominium in China- 
town that lacked parking facilities. 

Opposing the proposal was the 
Ad Hoc Committee Against the 
Building of a Garage，which_ later 
became the Committee for Bettee 
Patrks and Recreation in Chinatown. 

With a core group of commtunity 


_wWofrkers 他 om youth organizations 


and SelfEHelp for the Elderly，the 
Committee looked for better ways of 
improving the 了 Playground and 
came Up with a $10,000 grant from 
Urban Beautification. An anon- 
ymous donor later contributed a 
substantial sum of money，which 
enabled the City to get matching 
State and Federal funds of 343,000. 


MEETINGS 

Meetings with the ,Park and 
Recreation Department， Eckbeo， 
Dean，Austin and Williams，archi- 
tectural designers, and the Commu- 
nity Design Center, followed to dis- 
cuss Usage and design of the Play- 
ground. Final plans had then to be 
approved by the Art Commission 
and the Park and “Recreation 
Commission. 

Children from the commtunity 
were asked to make models and 
contribute ideas to the project, 
From their conceptions of an ideal 
play area came the end result of 
cargo nets, slides, tire-sWings，a cat- 
walk，poles,， and a polyhedron hill. 

Not since 1926 when the Play- 
ground opened has there beea such 
a dirainatic iimnbroveiieit to the 
Playground. Has the work of the 
Committee .for Better Parks and 
Recreation in Chinatown come to an 
end? 

An embhatic “no” comes from 
Sister Beverly. Plans for Phase II 


the building of a new clubhouse for 
Chinese _ Playground with general 
revyenue sharing funds of $133,000， 
will soon begin. 

Sister Beverly，who feels senior 
citizens and children of all ages 
should not be boxed in in concrete 
areas but out playing and relaxin8g 
in the sun, is also keeping her eye on 
the “Waterfront development，the 
two mini-parks at the two ends of 
the Broadway Tunnel, the city-wide 
Committee for Open Space，and 
recreational facilities in the Ping 
Yuen housing projects. 

The major stumbling blocks 
confronting the “Committee are 
money，high land value in China- 
town，and the lack of open space. 
Anyone wishing to join in the

A federal grand jury is now in- 
vestigating possible gambling vio- 
lations and alleged gambling Pro- 
tection payoffs to San Francisco 
police by Chinatown establish- 
mnents- 

TheExaminerreported this week 
it had learned that a joint police- 
FBI strike force investigation “con- 
ducted overT the past seveTal 
months has zeroed im on four 
patrolmen and a sergeant presently 
or formerly assigned to Central 
Station.” 

The station is responsible for all 
of Chinatown and much of the 
Tenderloin，where gambling and 
prostitution afe prominent. 

The 了 Examiner said at least three 
of the. officers appearing before 
the jury during the past week, in- 
cluding a sergeant, are expected to 
be indicted on bribery charges.

The paper said that as mmany 3S 
24 Chinese,“one of whom is con- 
nected with a wellL-known Grant 
Avenue restaurant,” face indict- 
ment on charges including bribery 
of police officers，conspiracy， and 
possibly Perjury- 

The Examiner_ reported Police 
Chief Donald Scott as saying， 

“The multi-million-dollar gam- 
bling industry ip Chinatown has 
been the direct cause of 5 great 
deal of crime there and in adjacent 
areas，including burglaries，eXtor- 
tion，and even murder. It has led 
to a _ climate wherein youth gangs 
have flourished . 

“There is reason to believe the 
most recent gamng-tyPe asSassina- 
tion in Chinatowny, that of Williara 
Ho，was directly linked to extor- 
tion within the 8gambling frater- 
Dity.” 


Widespread violafions 
in garmenf+ indusfry 


Investigators found 601 viola- 
tions of state labor laws during 
]ast week's probe of San Francisco 
and Oakland garment factories, the 
State Department of Industrial Re- 
lations reported last week. 

Only one of the 92 firms inspect- 
ed was' found to be free of any 
Violation. Eurthermore，the 92 
firms Tepresent only six per cent 
of the estimated 1500 apparel 
manufacturing shops in the Bay 
Area, so the 601 violations may be 
just the tip of the iceberg. 

“IT am convinced that violations 
are mnore widespreadl than is readily 
apparent,” sajd 卫 velyn Whitlow， 
chief of the state division of indus- 
trial welfare. Ms. Whitjow said em- 
ployers in Chinatown seemed es- 
pecially aware of “means and 
methods that could be used to 
evade or avoid compliance”with 
state laws on wages，hours and 
working conditions. 

The citations included 195 for

illegal assignment of work to be 
done at home; 294 for inadequate 
toilety rest room，water，first aid 
and other safety requirements; and 
108 for failure to post state Tegu- 
lations where employees could 
read them . 

Some employers destroyed or 
altered records of workers paid on 
apiece-rate basis to make it appear 
they had been paid the $1.65-an- 
hour minimnum- Many piece-rate 
Workers actually made an average 
of only 41 an hour.

SuUrance;i Iecords clearly showing 
hours and pay; clean rest rooms 
and first-aid facilities; andposting 
of the state wage and workman's 
compensation laws-

Civil service proposes police exam change 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 


The preliminary draft of the new 
San Francisco Civil Service exam for 
policemen (M/F) was released last 
Week by Civil Service General Man- 
ager Bernard Orsi. During a meet- 
ing at Commodore Stockton School 
attended by Mayor Joseph Alioto， 
Orsi and Deputy Police Chief WiL 
iam Keays to brief the Chinatown 
community on City attempts to te- 
cruit more Chinese into the Police 
Department， OFrsi detailed pro- 
posals to thoroughly revamp police 
department qualifying procedures. 

Major changes，subject to further 
Civil Service staff negotiations and 
public appeal to the Civil Service 
Commission，include: 

1. An applicant's driving record 
will be a negotiable item，except in 
the case of an incorrect statement of 
past driving record by the applicant, 
Generally an applicant would be 
disqualified 让 there were more than 
2 violations per year in the three- 
year period before taking the exam， 
but this would still be a negotiable 
item. 

2. The written exam will be a 
pass or fail requirement and will be 
designed in compliance with the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 to test job 
related abilities. 


STRINGENT 

3.Priority for hiring will be de- 
cided by a_ combination oral exam 
and stringent physical' testing. 
Height and weight standards，in 
accordance with recent U.S$，Court 
rulings will not be-applied，unless 
the' California 9tate Personnel 
Board determines that there is a 
Correlation between Size and the 
performance of .police duties，The 
9tate Board is currently studying the 
problem and Orsi said that 让 they 
publish their findings before the 
exam is given in late November, the 
results would be included: as an 
addendum to the exam，but still 
would not mnecessarily dictate phys- 
ical requirements. 

The physical testing，to be de- 
signed by physical education profes- 
sionals from the Universities， 
“would be very diftfcult and test the 
applicants to the utmost,” accord- 
ing to Orsi. There would be a 500- 
point total for the oralexam and 500 
for the physical. 

4. The oral exam would have a 
board of anywhere from 3-6 exam- 
iners，with at least one law enforce- 
ment rebresentative， Questions 
would be“keyed,”or prepared in 
advance by the Commission，ac- 
cording to Civil Service Testing Di- 
rector John Walsh. The examiners 
would be able to _ choose questions 
from among a question pool pro- 
vided by Civil Service. The Chinese 
community was encouraged by Orsi 
to submit the names of “responsible 
community people” to serve on the 
ofal boards. 


BACKGROUND 

35. Applicants who pass the exam 
would be given a background iD- 
vestigation by a Damnel of'inspectofs 
from the police department，They 
would have a discretionary power to 
disregard the applicant's misde: 
Imeanor arrest record，but a felony 
conviction would mean disqual 过 - 
cation， They would also review the 
job record. Any 


could be challenged before the Civil 
Service Commission. 

Atthe meeting Orsil revealed that 
over 54 Chinese have already qual- 
过 ed for the November exam。 The 
Mayor asked for a show of hands 
and over20 Chinese who had not yet 
qualified indicated a willingness to 
take the exam， Announcement of 
the exam date will go out to the 
public in 11 Western states later this 
month，Orsi indicated that over 


1000 people have already expressed 


an interest in the exam and these 
numbers could swell to 3000 or 
4000. 

There will be about 80 positions 
filled by the Police _ Department im 
January and 3S0-35 more openings 
during the next three years，SoO，al- 
most 2S0 positions are at stake.

The distinctively designed Los Angeles Chinatown branch of the Bank 


of America. 


By TERENCE GATES 


The first thing you notice about 
the Bank of America's branch_ of- 
fice in the heart of Los Angeles” 
Chinatown is its distinctive archi- 
tectural design. It is not construct- 
ed in_ the usual Bank of Aimerica 
style，which can best be described 
as Early Modermn Slab. This branch 
office is _ unique :for its Chinese 
xznotif. 

The minute you walk insidqe the 
bank, you notice that the interior 
design complements the building's 
exterior appearance in its empha- 
sis on Chinese decor. Chinese wood 
carvings and. paintings rest their 
backson the walls, gazing down on 
office furniture fashioned in tradi- 
tional Chinese patterns. 

In _ recognition of this building's 
attractive appearance, thls branch 
office has won the Los Angeles 
Beautiful Committee，Inc."s 1973 
award for best architectural design 
forabusiness structure. This honor 
goes to the buildqing's architects 
and interior decorators，Richard 
Tan and Gilbert Leong:. 

It took some time forthis branch 
office to become areality. In 1966 
the Bank of America had applied 
to _ the Federal Reserve Board 
(FRB)-for a bank charter to open 
a Chinatown branch in 工 .A. The 
request was turned down because 
the FRB at that time did not feel 
there was enough of a need for 
such a bank in Chinatown. 

RAPID 

The rapid increase in the number 
of Chinese immigrants to the U.S. 
following the 1965 modification 
of immigration restrictions SOon 
made it apparent that the 工 .A. 
Chinatown area needed more than 
one bank in order to meet the Chi- 
nese comImunity's needs. 

The Bank of America refiled its 
charter application in TI969. This 
time *the IFRB agreed，and plan- 
ning for the construction of the 
Chinatown branch began in April 
1970. The groundbreaking cere- 
mony was held in November 1970.

Sec- 
ond，other bank officers do not 
recognize the fact that when 3a 
Chinese person says he wil pay 
back aloan,his word is better than 
any credit reference. At this bank， 
since ouUr staff is all Chinese，we 
are_ better able to respond to the 
needs of our community. Abonut 
75 per cent of the loans our bank 
approves to go people who other- 
wise would not be able to get the 
assistance they need.” 

Weber Wong，assistant manager 
at the Chinatown branch office， 
has worked at other Bank of Amer- 
ica -offices in 世 .A. for 20 years. 
He has responsibility for approv- 
ing BankAmericard applications 
and loans to customers。. 

“So far we have approved 250 
BankAmericards for our Chinese 
customers, many of whom applied 
at other branch offices -and were 
turned down”stated Wong: “Most 
of our loans are for autos: orireal 
estate. We also give small business 
loans.” 

- SET OWN RULES 

“As long as we meet the stan- 
dards of performance expected of 
us by the Bank of America's head- 


quarters” explained Woo,“then 
we can pretty much set ouUr Own 
rules here, 

Woo visited the San rancisco 
Bank of America Chinatown 
branch for two weeks priar to the 
opening of his 工 .A.office, in order 
to _ observe the kind of prog 鱼 ams 
his bank needed to offer the 工 .A. 
Chinese community. 

“Our branch provides extra servV- 
ices for our customers which they 
would not get elsewhere，” astated 
Woo. “For example，instead of 
having our Chinese clients figure 
out their own bank statements， 
we provide that service for them. 
Of course，we would prefer to 
print the monthly statements in 
Chinese, but that is not possible” 

One of the most interesting ad- 
ditions to this branch has been the 
insertion of an abacus on each cus- 
tomer table，as an aid for those 
patrons who find it easier to calcu- 
late their deposits and withdrawals 
in this manner. 

Other convenierices offered to 
Chinese people at this branch in- 
clude a 了 to 区 per cent reduction 
in interest rates charged on loans. 

MODIFICATIONS 

The modifications made to bank 
policy by Woo and Wong appear 
to be beneficial to all parties con- 
cerned. Not only are more Chinese 
People receiving financial aid they 
otherwise would not get, but the 
Chinatown office is the fastest 
growing Bank of America branch 
in all of Los Angeles. 

“Many of our new customers are 
the recently arrived immigrants 
from Hong Kong or Taiwan。” 
claimed Woo.“They were familiar 
with the Bank of America in those 
places, and so when they arrive in 
工 .A. they already know the name 
ofour bank.

Thus, this crown servant was SUS- 
pected of “maintaining a standard 
of living and controlling pecuniaty 
resources disproportionate to his 
official emoluments”in violation of 
the 1968 anticorruption ordinance. 
Proceedings were _ being initiated 
against the 52-year-old Godber 
When he slipped out of the colony 
and is now living quietly in Rye，a 
small village in southern England. 

British ofcials claim because 
there is no anti-corruption law in 
England; Godber cannot be extra- 
dited. The 1967 Fugitive Offenders 
Act，which allows the Hong ong 
government to extradite criminals or 
Suspected criminals，does not name 
corription as an extraditable of 
fense. 

But alot of Hong ong's Chinese 
population aren't satisfied with that 
excuse。 Hong Kong's first corrup- 
tion case has expanded into a move- 
ment Supported by thousands who 
have rallied to the slogan “Bring 
Godber Back.” 

The Hong Kong Students Fed- 
eration，an organization of 12,000 
members，including many nonr-stu- 
dents) is the largest and possibly the 
sttongestspolitical' voiceoof the ,Chi:

the area's 200,000 residents are 
peddlers or owners of illegal “pai 
pak"” taxis who pay ovef $112,000 
for protection from ”Prosecution 
every month. A_ great many of these 
joined in a snakelike procession 
during the rally. 

One resettlement resident, age 77， 
when asked why she had joined the 
rally，said she had lived in Hong 
Kong all her life and things were 
getting worse rather than better， 
“There are two systems of justice,” 
she said,“one for the British and 
thetrich and one for the Chinese and 
the poor.” 

That many Chinese agree with her 
is evident in the 30,000 signatures 
on petitions asking the British 
government to bring Godber back 
for prosecution. 


COVER-UP 

The Godber “covef-UP” has 
atoused international resentment 
among Chinese. A group of Chinese 
students in England submitted an 
anti-corruption petition to Britain s 
Prime Minister Edward Heath and 
the London Chapter of the Hong- 
Kong--based Student” Workers 
United Front plan to march in pro- 
test Soon. 

In response to the tremendous 
protest of the Chinese in Hong Kong 
the colonial government has con- 
ducted an inquiry and brought 
charges against two Prison guards， 
two police sergeants and a police 
superintendent, the first o 伍 cials to 
be charged under the anti-corrup- 
tion act. 

But repression of demonstrations 
has .also_ been part of the govern- 
ment… reaction to”community 
dissatisfaction. ;Morse 了 Park tallies 
have been outlawed and 21 student 
leaders hayve twice been summoned 
to show cause why they should not 
be put on “good behavior”bonds 
requiring them not to breach the 
peace for two years.
